Vancouver, Nov. 4--The report of 
the reverse to British ships off the 
Chilean coast this afternoon caused 
more than a momentary gasp in Van- 
couver, the question arising whether 
or not the German ships could get up 
the coast ‘quickly enough to make a 
raid on Vancouver and Victoria be- 
fore help came. A careful survey of 
the situation looks as though the Bri- 
tish Columbia cities need not worry. 
The Rainbow and Newcastle are at- 
tached to the Esquimault station as 
is also the Japanese cruiser Idzuma, 
which ts very much larger and heavier 
I than anything the Germans have. 
lThere are two or three Japanese 
leruisers hovering around Honolulu 
which is very much nearer to Esqui- 
malt than Is Valparaiso. The Japan- 
sattleship Kongo, one of the latest 
dreadnoughts, was reported a few days 
ago off the Golden Gate, so that it is 
hardly expected that the Germans will 
endeavor again to mes ake any move to- 
wards the North Pacific.

The subject of the bye-election, the 
date as set by the city clerk and the 
advice received from the legal auth- 
orities on the subject, were the cause 
of many heated arguments and firey 
words from Alderman Clarke, who be- 
lieved the whole thing was a frameup 
to keep W. J. McNamara and James 
East from holding a bye-election im- 
mediately, Mr, Cox stated that before 
taking action, he had asked the ad- 
vice of Acting City Solicitor Golding 
for his opinion, Mr, Golding had gone 
to Mr. Newell for his advice which 
had given to him in writing. This let- 
ter from Mr. Newell, Mayor Smith had 
the city clerk read to council, and then 
started the fun, 

“It's the rottenest piece of jobbery 
that’s ever been put over b ya K.C, in 
this city,” is the way Alderman Clarke 
classed the document. “It's rotten, it’s 
rotten, it's so rotten it stinks,” he con- 
tinued. Then he sald something about 
keeping East out of his seat and keep- 
Ing Smith in the mayor's chair, 


Alderman Clarke's Night On 

At this point Alderman Campbell 
who had been very quiet all evening, 
rose and challenged Alderman Clarke 
as to Mr, Newell's action and told Mr. 
Clarke in so many words that he would 
not stand for the insults being handed 
out by the alderman, This cooled Ald- 
erman Joseph off for about two min- 
utes when he was on his feet again. In 
fact Alderman Clarke had the first and 
last words In coun¢il last night and 
over 90 per cent of all other words 
spoken during the evening. It was his 
night on. 

A. Macleod Sinclair appeared be- 
fore council, representing ex- Alderman 
Alexander Livingstone, to protest be- 
cause the city clerk "did wrongly take 
action” In connection with the propos- 
ed bye-election and claiming that the 
action of the city clerk was not auth- 
orized by the city charter. 

“You've made a mess and now you're 
trying to clean it up,” said Alderman 
Clarke to Mr. Sinclair when he opened 
his remarks, 

Mr. Sinclair then told what his two 
objections were. First, that the city 
council should be given an opportunity 
of setting the date and not the city 
clerk, and secondly, that 20 days should 
have been allowed after the time of the

Calder Makes Motion. 

Alderman Calder made a motion that 
the bye-election be held on December 
14, the date of the general municipal 
election and that the notices alrady 
sent out be cancelled. The mayor 
politely told Alderman Clarke that 
there had been no attempt to “put! 
anything over” as had ben intimated / 
and that if anyone was not in favor of 
the cancellation of the city clerk's 
action they could easily yote in favor 
of his action in setting the date. 

Accordingly, Alderman Clarke mov- | 
ed that al lactions as taken by the city | 
clerk be confirmed. Neither of the | 
above motions were put to a vote as 
before the city clerk had finished tell- 
Ing the reasons for his actions. the 
hour of 11 o'clock had been passed and 
as a motion to extend the time was de- 
feated, there the matter rested with 
little headway gained.
